per, iron, gold, and lead mining diatrieta 
in I he Si'lkirk and Uncky moiiiiiaius. Dr. 
.Selwyn in cnnversatinii among other 
tilings said: "Proceeding on to the Banit' 
iiiiiies I examined the extent and quality 
of the coal taken out, and found it to be 
a fair anthracite, perhaps a little inferior 
to the best taken out in Pennsylviuiia.

have been iuiiocenl. Only once did he 
show any regret at his wife's death, but 
immediately collected himself and acted 
the dare-devil to the close. The 
whole trial, the behavior .of the prisoner, 
■ the strange result, combine to make up 
ono of the most extraordinary eases in the 
annals of ciicuiustantial evidence in 
America. That "n.'.uilur will out" wa.'; 
never better exeiuplilieil t ban i]i this case. 
In his prison cell awaiting the gallows 
was Howers, witlmut even lliu fainlesl 
possibility of eviilenee being addueed to 
show that he was •'not guilty" befoie the 
law; in freedoni was the uiurderi'i 
brother who had sworn away 
the- life of his sister's husband, wln'u 
remorse seized upon the unnatural man, 
and he ended his misery by committing 
suicide. Hehind hiiu were left papera 
tletjuling Mrs. Bowers' slmmo and lii.sown 
infamy,and exculpating the doomed nuui, 
wiio cried like a child when the joyful 
news of his miraculous escajie was 
brought to him. .\f(er passing ihrougb 
an ordeal such as few men li.iii' been 
called upon to sulier, .tflei' awailiie,' llie 
awful end which he knew he did imt de 
serve, he must have raised his heart m 
glad thankfulness to Hiui who hud saved 
him from a shameful death. Dr. Bowers 
is a comparatively young man in the prime 
of life and now that lie is peniiitted to 
breathe the fresh air of freedom again it is 
hoped he will attune for his past inisc ud nci 
by cecoguizing in his unexpected deli\ er 
ance the voice uf that Conscience whieb 
ever abides in the breast of mortal m.in

THE LAW OK MHKL. 

.A libel case, recently instituted at 
.Montreal, has been the tlieme of a Large 
.amount of interest among nowspa|)er 
men. The principlea involved were uf 
much importance to those engaged in the 
publication of the daily press. In open 
court, during the progress of a trial, 
charges were made by one iiitorosted ad- 
vocate that could be, and as a matter of 
were, construed into a reliection up- 
on t he character of .'inolher. That the 
proceedings which ensueil were oiU of the 
lomnion was made manifest by the action 
of the presiding j udge, wlio felt im]ielled 
to remark, in a general way,,il is ex- 
plained, without indicating any particular 
person, that such conduct as had been 
alluded to was calculated to reflect upon 
members of the Bar. This was what gave 
the case its public interest. The Star, in 
common with other papers in the city, 
published an account of the proceedings, 
necessarily a brief one, but not intention- 
ally nor maliciously incorrect, nor cur- 
tailed in such a manner as to bring into 
nnilue pronniiiMice the p.'irticiilar portions 
ol till' ie|ioit that nnght injure the inter- 
ested imb\ idual. This report was nuide 
the basis of an action which wa.s decided 
on the i~th instant by Mr. Justice 
Davidson against the plaintiff. His Htmnr 
went into tho case at considerable length, 
reviewing it in all its phrases. The Mon- 
treal Ifazette speaking of the matter says 
the judge lays down the doctrine that 
proceedings before a court of justice, 
trulv and honestly reported, no matter if 
they do rellert on individuals, ari^ to be 
held iiri\ilei;ed, and hi! add('d that iniliiie 
policy and ])ublie conveiiieni:e ,ire broad 
cniii,' ratlirrtliaii restricting this rule, so 
that it applies to ti 

full printed account. This is good sense. 
It should bo good law;. It is in keeping 
with other decisions before rendered. 
Une of the most learned judges on the 
Quebec bench some time since gave ex- 
pression to tho view that a newspaper 
might print wh.itever ;i man mii^hl say to 
his fellow without making himself liable 
to ai t ion. A man would certainly have 
theriLilit to speak of what he s.aw and 
heard in a court of justice. The pidilie 
is in a w.iy invited lo the eoiirls. 
.\ portion of the chainlier is .set apart 
for Us accominodatiou. . Keporters for 
the press ara freely admitted 
to this space, if they are not, as is gener- 
ally the case, accorded s])ecial facilities 
for doing their work. It would be an 
anomaly if, after this, what they see and 
hi'ar eoiild nut be published, lest it give 
oilenre to sonic |ierson whose coiidiiel is 
beio'j deb.ilcd. lOvery r.aBcal whose iiiis- 
dei'ds miuhl be exposed would otherwise 
lie 111 ,1 po..,iiioii to in.ike money out of bis 
own wioi|._; beliavioiir, and a bad eliarac 
ter Would be an available asset in ,a pecu j 
iiiaiy |Hihit of view, if the jierson to whom j 
it attached could get the world to talk 
about it. In this jiarticular instance j 
Judge Davidson put the point well in the 
(lueation, "Wore the publications legally 
justifiable and fair reports r>f proceedings 
UI a public coiirl .' " '('his is practically 
the case, as ii airects t he [iress as an insti 
Inliou. ,ind the Judgine'it arrived at es 
tabli.slie.s, so far as il gofs, Ihe priiiciph^ 
that when lliis ciii be replieil l.i 
ill liie allinnative. a person «'ho 
may lliink himself aggrieved by what has 
been printed has no legal recourse. To 
the general mind this seems right and 
jusl. if a man coininits a doubtful act 
hunuist boar the brunt of public ointi 
cism. If a newspaper, through malice or 
ignomiice, distorts facts by addition to oi- 
suppri'ssion of csseiil ial parls of the roc 
ord il IS left wilhoul defence, and iiniHl 
pay the penally. Where injustiia? will be 
worki'd under I iiis rule will be rare coin 
pared wit h what uoidd be the casi> if it 
were reM'ised, There were painful fads 
liroiiglil (Mil in the evidence in this trial 
and .diuiled to in the judgment, but they 
were pi culiar to it, of itself, and do not 
ail'ect the general principle, the accept - 
ance of which will tend to free newspa- 
per publishers from one class of tho very 
iiunicrouH libel suits which are con- 
stall! ly being enlered, ver^' often with 
out real basis, and not infreipienlly mi- 
ller cireitmstaiices Ih'il justify the be- 
lief that the most that il is hoped lo gel. 
is 1 he bill of costs of the plaiiitiU's attor- 
ney. The Xi-ir.-i thus sums up the result: 
.Mr. .lust ice Davidson's olabmate judg- 
ment in the libelj case of Downio vn. 
d'laham, has douo muoh to elucidate the 
position which tho Press oooupios as a re- 
porter of facts tliat ooour in our. courts of 
justice. That lawyers, when they have 
donnod the gown, become privileged be- 
ihellouH to talk about, 
very good princijilo a 
hundred years ago, hut to-day thu public 
have fallen into a ditlorent way of con- 
sidering Iheni. Why lawyers should he a 
privileged clasH was always one of those 
things that no one could understand. 



,SiK CiiAiii.Ks Turi'BU, re|ilyin<; to the 
oliarge that he ahir'ced the pioliibitioii

TllK legal privilege of the writer of a 
private letter was ui) in the superior courl 
at Montreal in a way that made ft inter- 
ostiiig to mercantile men and especially 
those concerned in joint stock companies. 
In Mucfarlane vs. Joyce the plaintifl' sued 
for (hiiiiagv's caused by defendant's having 
written to one of the leading stock- 
holders of the company, of which the 
former was manager, alleging his want of 
coniiielency. In defence, pecuniary inter- 
est was urged as the chief justilicat ion of 
the letter, along with the truthfulness of 
its statemenls, .and in summing up the 
court hold that under the circumHtaiiccs 
the pleas were good ones, and dismissed 
the action. The judgment, however, in- 
dicates that where real interest does not 
exist or where the epistolary allegations 
could not be siibstaul lally supported, it 
would be an unsafe thing to eo'ml too 
much on the inviolability of jirivale cor 
roHjiondenco when it alludes to a third 
party who may come into posaos.sion of 
the facts.
